subscribes to the principle of equality 
in order to make economic co-opera- 
tion between China and Japan a 
reality. Such being the case, we 
should agree in principle and on this 
basis formulate various conerete pro- 
posals, 

“After careful deliberation I am 
convinced that the National Govern- 
ment should promptly, on the basis 
of the above three points, exchange 
views with the Japanese Government 
In order to restore peace. Jt might 
well be recalled that the Government 
of Japan fn its declaration of Novem- 
ber 3, alrendy changed ils attitude as 
stated In the declaration of January 
19. Therefore, if the Nationat Gov- 
ernment adopts the above three points 
as the basis of discussing: peace, 
the road to negotlation 1s open. 
The object of China's armed re- 
sistance 1s to secure its national 
existence ond independence, In the 
course of the present war, which has 
already lasted more than a year, 
reat sulfering has been inflicted upon 
the country. If we are able to re- 
establish neace In conformity with 
justice, then the cxistence and inde- 
pendence of the natlon may be main- 
tuined and the aim of armed resis- 
tance {ia renched. 

Principles of Peace | 

"These three points constitute the 
principles of peace. As to the terms 
of peace, we must take them jnto 
careful consideration in order to 
assure thelr approprintencss, Of 
special importance is the point that 
the withdrawal from China of the 
Japanese army t{n {ts totality must be 
prompt and universal in all direc- 
tions, Furthermore, the so-called 
specified areas where Japanese troops 
may be statloned for a period con- 
current with the contemplated Anti- 
Comintern Pact must be restricted to 
the vicinity of Inner-Mongolia only. 
This affects China's sovereignty and 
administrative independence and In- 
tegrity, and only by this restriction 
will China be able to carry out the 
work of post-war rehabilitation and 
the reconstruction of a modern State, 
In view of our proximity, good 
neighbourliness and an amicable ro- 
lationship between China and Japan 
is but natural and necessary.) The 
present deviation from what should 
be the normal condition needs a 
thorough rce-investigation, ond cither 
party should try to understand its 
own responsibility, Tn laying dawn 


the foundations for permanent pence |: 


between the two countries, not only 
should China make her educational 
policy compatible with the principle 
of good-neighbourlness; but it ts nll 
the more necessary that Japan 
should, on her part, see that her 
people abzndon their traditional at- 
titude of contenipt and their ideas of 
conquest with regard to China, und, 
Instead, institute oo pro-Chinese 
educational policy. This ls whut we 
should strive for the welfare of Enst 
Asia. At the same time, In order to 
ensure peace pnd security in the 
Pacific and in the world as a whole, 
we should also co-operate with all 
interested countries in the common 
cause of promoting: International 
friendship and mutual interests, 

"T take this opportunity to make 
the above proposals and carmestly 
hope for their acceptance.”

North’s spade 8 is then 
overtaken with South’s 10, and 
spade 3, throws the lead to West, 
who is forced to lead his jack-8 
of clubs to North’s queen-9 for 
the last two tricks, 


If, at trick three, West re- 
fuses to win South’s club, the 10 
is allowed to win North is put in 
with the heart and, the spades 
being played as before, North 
wing the last trick with his club 
queen. If, at trick three, West 
merely covers club 10 with jack, 
North wins; and similar end 
play enables North to win the 
last trick with his club 9. - 


Another variation of the de- 
fence permits of South giving 
East two diamond tricks, so that 
East’s king-10 of hearts are led 
up to North’s acejack for the 
final tricks.

An alleged ‘robbery in Chinese 
waters on December 7 had a sequel 
at the Kowloon Magietracy yesterday, 
when three men appeared before Mr. 

Himsworth on a charge of rece!ve 
ing, or possession of, a funk, 930 ducts: 
and three poultry crates. which had 
been stolen outside the Colony. ~ 


The men were Tang Kwong-shing, 
34, and Ng Hing, 30, fishermen, and 
Chan Chau, 55, oyster-bed watchman. 
They were all committed for trial at 
the Crimlinal Sessions, . 


Acting Sub-Inspeetor C, Goodwin 
sald complainant, Li Yung, was oa 
farmer’and duck breeder residing at 
Sha Kok Village, Tunj Koon, in 
Chinese territory. 


On the morning-of December 6, Li 


left Sha Kok In a sampan for Hong- 


kong accompanied by his nephew, Ll 
Kam-fook. In the sampan were 412 
ducks in three crates. 


Renlied With Shots 


About 7 p.m, on December 7 when 
bet-veen Ma On Chau and Sal Heunjt 
he saw a small boat containing three 
men following him. He called out to 
enquire what their business was, and 
they replied by firing a shot at him. 
Three more shots were fired when 
the bonts got closer. This caused Li 
and his nephew to get frightened, and 
as the water was rather shallow nt 
that part of the foreshore, they both 
yumped in and waded ashore. On 
looking; back they saw the robbers 
lowing the sampan towards. Sai 
Heung. 


After visiting Sal Heung the next 
morning to make enquiries, Li sent 
his nephew to Yuen Long while he 
went to Sha Hau to board the Po On 
Ferry for Hongkong. 


Shortly after the ferry had stopped 
at Yung Lung Wan to take on cargo, 
a small sampan was noticed coming 
alcngside with three crates of ducks 
on board, These were recognised by 
Li as his property. 


A report was made to the assistant 
compradore, who signalied to the No, 
3 Police Launch which was on duty 
in the vicinlty, and the three prison- 
ers were arrested on the arrival of 
the police.
